Discussion of prohibition just now 
is largly a matter of individual opin­ 
ion. 
One man asserts the country 
is “wet;” another is positive that it 
is overwhelmingly “dry.” One says he 
has travelled extensively and has seen 
a lot of liquor drinking; the other says 
he has been impressed with the ab­ 
sence of liquor wherever he has gone, 
and that he has not seen a drunken 
man for years. 
Such discussion gets 
nowhere and is a waste of time. 
It so happens that a set of facts,1 
based upon statistics and not mere 
observation, has been established since 
prohibition became operative. 
These 
facts indicate whether prohibition has 
been successful to a degree worth 
while. 
Why shouldn’t police records j 
in various cities be cited ? 
Or hos­ 
pital records? Tho records of savings 
institutions? Of department stores? 
Of welfare workers? Of juvenile and 
other courts? Of life insurance com­ 
panies? 
If account is taken of the fact that 
arrests for drunkenness and offenses 
connected therewith have decreased 
40 to 75, or in some cases to 90 
per cent, since prohibition was in­ 
augurated; of the fact that charity 
cases traceable to liquor have de­ 
creased from more than 25 to less 
than three per cent of the total in 
one of the leading “wet” cities; of the 
fact that alcoholic patients in hos­ 
pitals have decreased 50 per cent in 
some places and in others even more; 
that institutions for the treating of 
drunkenness have closed their doors; 
that money formerly spent for liquor 
now goes in savings accounts and 
into homes, the clothing and educa­ 
tion of children—if account is taken 
of these and other similar facts, one 
may arrive at an intelligent idea as 
to whether the country is at least 
drier than it once was.

U. S. Measures Snow to 
Aid irrigation Projects 
Extensive “snow surveys” are some­ 
times made by the weather bureau of 
the United States Department of Agri­ 
culture In regions where the water 
required for irrigation is obtained al­ 
most entirely from melting snow. The 
mountain 
slopes 
"oitstitute 
natural 
reservoirs, from which the moisture 
that falls In winter as snow is grad­ 
ually led through spring and summer 
to the surrounding country. 
In order 
to ascertain the total amount of wa­ 
ter available, the snow surveyor trav­ 
els over the watershed, often on skis 
or 
snowshoes, 
cutting 
sections 
of 
snow with a cylindrical “snow sam­ 
pler” and weighing them with a small 
spring balance. 
The weather bureau 
also maintains in the Western moun­ 
tains a number of special stations at 
which daily measurements of snow­ 
fall are made for the benefit of irri­ 
gation projects. 
The heaviest snowfall in the United 
States occurs in the high Sierra Ne­ 
vada of California and In the Cascade 
range of Washington and Oregon. At 
places in both of these regions more 
than sixty-five feet of snow has fallen 
in a single winter. 
The snow some­ 
times lies twenty-five feet deep on the 
ground, burying one-story houses to

from a nervous complaint; at lilies 
she was alert and vivacious, and at 
others she was tile victim of fits of 
depression.
